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More  than  a thousand  people  gathered  on  Monday.  May  2 I at  the 
Jewish  Community  Cemetery  in  Gloucester  for  a Memorial  Service  in 
response  to  the  desecration  and  vandalization  of  20  tombstones.  The 
tremendous  show  of  support  from  the  Jewish  Community,  politicians  and 
many  ethnocultural  groups  "reinforced  the  basic  goodness  of  our  fellow 
man,"  Dr.  Eli  Rabin,  president  of  the  Jewish  Community  Council,  said. 

In  a similar  gathering  the  day  before,  more  than  500  people  congregated 
in  Nepean’s  Civic  Square  to  hear  politicians  from  all  levels  of  government 
proclaim  unanimous  support  for  Ottawa’s  Jewish  Community. 

In  a motion  that  called  on  all  Canadians  to  reject  such  destructive  and 
violent  incidents,  the  House  of  Commons  unanimously  condemned  the 
desecration  of  Jewish  cemeteries  in  Canada. 

The  Jewish  Community  Council  has  received  many  calls  and  letters  of 
support  from  Jews  and  non  Jews  alike,  as  well  as  an  especially  warm  letter 
from  our  Project  Renewal  community  in  Neot  Herzl,  Israel.

£ a contemptible  act  of  violence,  probably  carried  out  in  £ 
£ the  middle  of  the  night  by  people  who  are  irreverent,  £ 
£ disrespectful  and  cowardly.  The  very  symbols  of  hate  and  £ 
£ destruction  violated  the  memories  of  loved  ones  and  £ 
£ reminded  us  that  even  our  dead  cannot  rest  peacefully.  £ 
£ The  entire  community  reacted  quickly  and  vigorously.  £ 
£ Prime  Minister  Mulroney  issued  a strong  statement  con-  £ 
£ demning  the  perpetrators.  £ 

£ Hans  Daigeler  (MPP,  Nepean)  Bob  Chiarelli  (MPP,  £ 
£ Ottawa  West)  and  Mark  Maloney  (Alderman)  quickly  £

£ quently  in  their  condemnation  of  those  who  would  £

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At  three-thirty  on  that  beautiful  May  holiday  afternoon,  we 
stopped  short. 


Stopped  mowing  the  lawn  or  planting  flowers. 

Stopped  rallying  at  tennis  or  putting  a golf  ball. 

Stopped  chatting  on  the  telephone  or  reading  a novel. 

In  droves  we  left  the  comfort  of  our  homes,  climbed  into  our 
cars  and,  from  all  across  the  city,  from  north  and  south  and  east 
and  west  we  backed  out  of  our  driveways  and  pointed  our  vehicles 
toward  Highway  31. 

We  didn’t  talk  a great  deal  en  route,  the  occasion  was  not  a 
happy  one. 

Nor,  when  we  found  ourselves  at  stoplights  surrounded  by 
familiar  cars  and  familiar  faces,  did  we  lower  the  windows  to 
indulge  in  humorous  exchanges,  but  rather,  with  a look  of  resigna- 
tion, simply  nodded  or  raised  a hand  in  acknowledgement  and 
waited  for  the  signal  to  change,  allowing  us  to  continue  on  our 
sad  journey. 

Silently  we  made  our  way  onto  the  cemetery  grounds  in  ones 
and  twos  and  threes  until,  at  four  o’clock,  the  designated  area 
was  filled  to  overflowing  ail  the  way  back  to  the  encircling  fence 
and  out  through  the  gates  onto  the  soft  shoulder  of  the  Bank  Street 
highway. 

We  were  children  and  adults,  young  faces  and  old,  straight 
bodies  and  bent,  formally  attired  and  casually  dressed,  come  to 
share  in  a Memorial  Service  — our  cemetery  had  been  violated, 
our  dead  disturbed. 

Each  of  the  speakers  who  addressed  us  — our  community 
leaders,  our  politicians  — did  so  eloquently,  with  sincerity  and 
heartfelt  emotion. 


And,  as  the  mournful  notes  of  the  El  Moleh  Rachamim  pierced 
the  hearts  of  all  of  us  gathered  there,  we  were  overcome  by  the 
pain  of  the  destruction  wrought  by  man’s  inhumanity  to  man. 


And,  as  a community,  we  wept.

Teen  Concerned  About  Local  Acts  of  Anti-Semitism 


Dear  Editor: 

In  the  past  few  weeks,  we 
have  learned  of  horrible  events 
that  have  occurred  in  com- 
munities around  the  world. 
Incidents  of  anti-Semitic 
behaviour  have  stunned  society 
as  we  realize  that  not  even  the 
dead  may  rest  in  peace. 

I am  currently  a tenth  grade 
student  at  Lisgar  Collegiate 
Institute  and  I,  along  with  20 
other  Ottawa  teens  just  recently 
returned  from  a very  emotional 
and  difficult  trip  which  began 
in  Poland  and  ended  in  Israel. 

Our  mission  was  called  “The 
March  of  the  Living.” 

Along  with  4000  youths  from 
all  over  the  world  we  returned 
to  the  concentration  camps  of 
Auschwitz,  Birkenau, 
Trebiinka  and  Majdanek.  We 
witnessed  the  outcome  of  man’s 
inhumanity  to  man  and  we 
mourned  for  those  who 
perished. 

On  April  the  22nd,  Holo- 
caust Memorial  Day,  we  all 
joined  together  to  retrace  the 
“March  of  Death’’  that 
countless  people  took  before 
being  forced  into  the  gas 
chambers  at  Birkenau. 

This  time  however,  the 
March  was  a “March  of  the 
Living.” 

From  all  corners  of  the  world 
we  joined  together  with  pride  in 
our  hearts  informing  all  that  we 
are  still  here  and  that  we  have 
not  forgotten.  We  will  never 
forget. 

While  in  Poland  we  were 
subject  to  anti-Semitism  in 
several  different  forms. 
Although  this  did  not  surprise 
us  it  horrified  us  when  we 
observed  it  with  our  own  eyes. 

I was  hopeful  that  it  would  be 
the  first  and  last  time  I would 
ever  have  to  see  such  things. 
Upon  my  return  to  Canada  I 
realized  that  I was  wrong. 

The  desecrations  of 
cemeteries  have  occurred  in 
places  such  as  France,  Italy, 
England  and  Israel  but  it  didn’t 
take  long  for  the  acts  of  van- 
dalism to  spread  to  Canada.  It 
is  frightening  as  a Jewish  youth 


of  today  who  felt  I was  living 
in  a free  and  safe  country  that 
I might  no  longer  be  safe.  These 
incidents  have  occurred  in 
Quebec  City,  in  Montreal  and 
just  recently  here,  in  my  own 
city  of  Ottawa. 

We  cannot  let  this  continue. 

Preventing  the  denial  of  the 
Holocaust  is  one  step  that  must 
be  taken  to  fight  back  against 
these  barbaric  acts.  We  have 
come  to  realize  that  this  preju- 
dice is  not  only  something  that 
occurred  some  forty  years  ago, 
it  is  something  happening 
today,  in  our  own  backyards.  I 
am  somewhat  reassurred  to 
know  that  these  incidents  are 
not  being  ignored  and  that  all

United  We  Stand

The  shocking  attack  on  our  cemetery  affected  us  all. 
It  was  reassuring  to  see  the  response  from  our  govern- 
ment officials.  My  local  Alderman,  Mark  Maloney,  came 
to  shul  Friday  night  to  inform  our  congregation  of  Sun- 
day’s rally  in  Nepean,  and  express  his  very  deep  regrets 
for  the  dastardly  vandalism. 

It  was  further  comforting  to  see  the  response  of  our 
Jewish  community.  With  very  little  notice,  great  numbers 
responded,  in  solidarity,  to  this  tragedy.  Each  member 
of  our  community  recognized  that  the  attack  on  Bank 
St.  was  not  merely  an  attack  on  a cemetery,  but  rather 
an  attack  on  the  entire  Jewish  community. 

United  we  stand!  That  is  a dual  message  for  the  out- 
side world  and  for  ourselves.  The  Talmud  teaches  the 
following  story:  Reb  Eleazer  once  came  home  from  the 
home  of  his  teacher.  Riding  on  his  donkey  he  felt  very 
happy  and  proud  because  he  had  studied  much  Torah. 
Suddenly  he  met  an  exceedingly  ugly  man  who  greeted 
him,  “Peace  upon  you,  Rabbi.”  Reb  Eleazer  did  not 
respond.  Observing  the  man  he  exclaimed,  “Reyka 
(boor),  how  ugly  you  are!  Are  all  the  people  of  your  city 
as  ugly  as  you?”  The  stranger  answered,  “I  do  not  know. 
I suggest,  though,  that  you  go  and  inform  the  Craftsman 
who  made  me,  ‘How  ugly  is  the  vessel  you  have  made.’” 

Reb  Eleazer  realized  that  he  had  done  wrong.  He  dis- 
mounted from  the  donkey,  prostrated  himself  before  the 
man  and  said,  “I  submit  myself  to  you.  Forgive  me.” 

The  man  replied,  “I  will  not  forgive  you  until  you  go 
to  the  Craftsman  who  made  me  and  say  to  him,  “How 
ugly  is  the  vessel  you  have  made.” 

Reb  Eleazer  walked  behind  him  until  they  reached  his 
city.  When  the  people  of  the  city  came  out  to  meet  him 
with  the  greeting  of  “Peace  be  upon  you,  Teacher,  Mas- 
ter,” the  man  asked  them,  “Who  are  you  greeting?  If 
this  man  is  a teacher,”  he  exclaimed,  “may  there  not  be 
any  more  like  him  is  Israel.” 

The  people  were  told  the  entire  story  and  they  pleaded 
with  the  man  to  forgive  Reb  Eleazer. 

The  man  replied,  “For  your  sakes  I will  forgive  him, 
but  only  on  the  condition  that  he  will  not  act  this  way 
in  the  future.” 

The  simple  message  of  the  tale  speaks  for  itself. 
Regardless  of  the  differences  that  exist  between  us  there 
is  a common  bond  of  respect  and  dignity  that  must  be 
practised  at  all  times.  We  must  not  wait  for  tragedies, 
G-d  forbid,  to  unite  us,  rather  let  solidarity  and  respect 
be  our  ongoing  commitment.

Conference  of  rabbis  discusses 
the  resurgence  of  anti-Semitism 


BRUSSELS  — Anti-Semitism 
in  the  Soviet  Union  affects  only 
a small  part  of  the  population, 
Moscow’s  Rabbi  Adolf 
Shayevitch  told  more  than  100 
rabbis  from  17  countries  at  a 
meeting  held  here  recently. 

The  biennial  Conference  of 
European  Rabbis  brought 
together  rabbis  from  Western 
and  Eastern  Europe,  as  well  as 
a large  delegation  from  the 
United  States. 

They  discussed  resurgent 
anti-Semitism,  the  physical  and 
spiritual  well-being  of  Soviet 
Jews,  and  religious  Jewry’s 
relations  with  the  European 
Community,  among  other 


topics. 

The  conference,  chaired  by 
Lord  Immanuel  Jakobovits, 
outgoing  chief  rabbi  of  Britain 
and  the  Commonwealth,  was 
held  at  E.C.  headquarters 
under  strict  security  measures. 

According  to  Rabbi  Albert 
Guigui  of  Brussels,  its  primary 
objective  is  recognition  by  the 
E.C.  that  it  is  the  main  voice 
for  religious  Judaism  in 
Europe. 

The  rabbis  met  only  a few 
days  after  the  brutal  desecra- 
tion of  a Jewish  cemetery  in 
Carpentras  in  southern  France. 
They  took  note  of  the  horror 
expressed  by  European  heads

5 cups  strawberries,  washed,  1 1/4  cups  sugar 
hulled  and  dried  Sweetened  whipped  cream 

1 1/2  Tbsp.  Cornstarch 

Arrange  half  the  berries  in  the  cooled  pie  shell.  Mix  the  corn- 
starch into  the  juice.  Crush  the  other  half  of  the  strawberries  and 
place  in  non-reactive  saucepan  with  the  sugar  and  cornstarch  mix- 
ture. Stir  well  to  combine.  Bring  to  a boil,  then  reduce  heat  and 
simmer  for  10-12  minutes  until  thickened  and  clear.  Stir  constantly 
to  prevent  scorching.  Cool  to  room  temperature.  Spoon  over  ber- 
ries in  shell  and  chill  at  least  an  hour  before  serving.  Top  with 
slightly  sweetened  whipped  cream.  Serves  8-10. 


Frozen  Strawberry  Souffle 

6 egg  yolks  1 cup  strawberries,  mashed 

1 cup  sugar  1/2  cup  fresh  orange  juice 


1 cup  sugar  6 egg  whites 

1/3  cup  fresh  orange  juice 


1 1/2  cups  mashed  2 1/2  cups  whipping  cream, 

strawberries  whipped 

Chopped  unsalted  pistachio  nuts 
Beat  yolks  until  thick  and  lemon  coloured.  Gradually  add  sugar 
and  beat  until  dissolved.  Add  mashed  berries.  Place  in  top  of  dou- 
ble boiler  over  boiling  water  and  cook  until  thick,  whisking  con- 
stantly. Cool.  Add  orange  juice,  1 Tbsp.  at  a time,  blending  well 
after  each  addition.  Chill.  In  saucepan,  cook  sugar  and  orange 
juice  over  medium  high  heat,  until  soft  ball  stage.  Beat  egg  whites 
until  soft  peaks  form.  Slowly  pour  in  hot  syrup  beating  on  high 
speed  until  stiff  and  shiny  and  completely  cooled.  Tie  a collar  of 
4”  foil  around  the  top  of  1 1/2  quart  souffle  dish.  Fold  whipped 
cream  into  chilled  yolk  mixture.  Then  fold  in  mashed  berries. 
Lastly,  fold  in  meringue.  Pour  into  prepared  dish  and  freeze  until 
solid.  Remove  collar.  Press  pistachio  nuts  into  sides  (if  desired). 
Let  sit  at  room  temperature  for  35  minutes.  Can  drizzle  raspberry 
sauce  over  souffle  just  before  serving,  if  desired.  Serves  8-10. 


of  state  and  other  leading  per- 
sonalities over  that  incident, 
and  said  they  appreciated  the 
demonstrations  of  solidarity 
with  Jews  against  all  forms  of 
anti-Semitism. 

The  outbreak  of  anti- 
Semitism  in  the  Soviet  Union 
was  a topic  of  anti-Semitism. 
Soviet  rabbis  recognized  as 
community  heads  by  the  Soviet 
government,  Shayevitch  of 
Moscow  and  Chaim  Levitis  of 
Leningrad,  were  reported  to 
have  said  there  is  not  really  an 
upsurge  of  anti-Semitism  in  the 
Soviet  Union. 

The  two  rabbis,  who  are 
attending  the  conference  for  the 
first  time,  said  that  anti-Semites 
are  enjoying  a freedom  of 
expression  they  didn’t  have  in 
the  past.

Deception 

By  Philip  Roth 

Simon  and  Schuster,  208  pages,  $23.95  (cloth) 


Adulterous  intimacy  is  the 
glue  holding  together  a series  of 
intense  dialogues  between  a 
married,  middle-aged 

American  man  from  New 
Jersey  and  his  married  English 
mistress. 

Conversations  before  and 
after  making  love  blend  per- 
sonal histories  with  an  emo- 
tional and  physical  union, 
stolen  from  legitimate  lives. 

But  what  is  real  and  what  is 
imagined?  Philip  Roth  plays 
the  usual  game  of  employing 
almost  too  powerful  alteregos, 
Nathan  Zuckerman  and  E.I. 
Lonoff.  He  skirts  between  iden- 
tities including  an  alias,  Philip, 
to  emphasize  the  slipping  away 
of  one’s  self  in  any  intense 
relationship. 

Clinging  to  reality  in  his  con- 
versations with  his  mistress 
results  in  repeated  discussion  of 
the  same  topics  preoccupying 
Roth  throughout  his  writing 
career:  sex  and  religion. 

Deception  is  described  as 
Roth’s  most  provocative  novel 
about  erotic  life  since  Portnoy’s 
Complaint. 

Readers  may  recall  how 
obsessed  teenage  Portnoy  was 
with  his  budding  sexuality. 
They  might  also  recall  his  por- 
trayal of  mother,  Mrs.  Port- 
noy, an  obtrusive  and  demonic 
individual  continuously  inter- 
rupting her  son’s  pleasure- 
seeking  activity  behind  the 
closed  door  of  the  family 
washroom. 

Mother,  the  enabler,  has 
mellowed  through  the  years.  By 


middle-age,  the  women  in  one’s 
life  liberate  a man;  help 
mothers  recede  from  incarna- 
tions of  demons  or  angels  into 
mere  human  beings. 

But  in  the  case  of  the  fic- 
tional Philip  from  Newmark  a 
determined  and  persistent 
father  takes  over  where  mother 
left  off. 

Roth  writes:  “My  father  still 
lives  at  the  boil.  He’s  got  an 
opinion  about  everything  and 
often  it’s  not  mine.  I sometimes 
have  to  suppress  being  a 
fourteen-year-old  with  my 
father.  Rather  than  waiting  to 
die,  sitting  with  my  father  1 
sometimes  feel  1 am  waiting  for 
life  to  begin.” 

House  of  cards 

According  to  Roth’s  central 
character,  alterego,  Philip  (dar- 
ing for  him  to  use  his  own 
name),  life  is  a house  of  cards 
except  for  two  reliable 
standbys:  man’s  insatiable 
desire  (we’re  speaking  of  lust 
here)  and  anti-Semitism. 

It  is  the  curious  combination 
of  carnality  as  positive  and  self- 
perpetuated  Jewish  paranoia  as 
destructive  that  gives  spice  to 
Roth’s  narrative. 

He  sums  it  up  when  he  and 
his  mistress  chat:  “So  our  story 
isn’t  a love  story  — it’s  a 
cultural  story.  That’s  the  one 
that  interests  you. ’’/“That  one 
always  interests  me. ’’/That 
explains  the  Gentile  woman, 
does  it?  You  fall  in  love  for  the 
anthropology. ’’/“Could  be

worse. 

“There  are  other  ways  of 
addressing  anthropological  dif- 
ferences, you  know.  There’s  the 
old  standby,  hatred.  There’s 
xenophobia,  violence,  murder, 
there’s  genocide-— ”/“So, 
you’re  kind  of  the  Albert 
Schweitzer  of  cross  cultural  f~ 

But  the  joke  about  Jewish 
xenophobia  is  not  a joke  to 
Roth.  It  is  historical  reality  for 
most  20th  century  Jews  who 
simply  had  three  choices:  to 
stay  in  Europe,  go  to  Palestine 
or  come  to  America. 

All  three  had  negative 
aspects:  respectively,  almost 
certain  death  and/or  suffering; 
risk  of  death  and/or  suffering 
(various  Arab-Israeli  wars  since 
1948;  Arab  riots  and  strikes 
before  1948),  and  finally  the 
ultimate  demon,  the  melting 
pot. 

Particularly  incisive  are 
Roth’s  views  on  anti-Semitism 
in  Britain.  As  long  as  Jews  are 
at  the  centre  of  British  life  (he 
cites  the  Sieffs,  the  Seligmans 
and  the  Montefiores),  they  are 
respected.  It  is  as  if  they  are 
forced  to  play  the  role  of  rich 
men. 

Roth  appears  to  be  saying 
that  the  chosen  role  is  often  the 
one  imposed.

Israelis  greet  immigrants  with  both  joy,  fear 


(Part  3)

JERUSALEM  (JTA)  — 
There  are  some  things  needed 
for  the  successful  resettlement 
of  Soviet  Jews  in  Israel  that 
money  can’t  buy. 

Jobs  can  be  created,  housing 
can  be  built  — but  this  alone 
won’t  make  the  Soviet  olim  feel 
welcome. 

Only  their  Israeli  neighbors 
can  do  that. 

The  charismatic  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Ra’anana,  Ze’ev  Bielski, 
was  one  of  the  first  Israeli 
leaders  to  say  openly  that  the 
Israeli  government  and  the 
Jewish  Agency  for  Israel  must 
make  special  efforts  to  avoid 
alienating  veteran  Israeli 
citizens  in  their  enthusiasm  to 
help  new  Soviet  immigrants. 

To  illustrate  his  point,  Bielski 
labelled  his  pilot  project  for  the 
direct  absorption  of  Soviet  Jews 
in  Ra’anana  “Natasha- 
Rachel.” 

Hopes  and  dreams 

Natasha,  he  explains  to  his 
Diaspora  audiences,  represents 
the  hopes  and  dreams  of  the 
Soviet  immigrant  families. 

Rachel  represents  the  aspira- 
tions of  the  Israelis,  both  the 
pioneering  Ashkenazim  who 
built  the  country,  and  the 
thousands  of  Sephardic  Jews 
from  Iraq,  Morocco  and  other 
countries  who  underwent  the 
trying  absorption  of  the  1950s 
and  ’60s. 

“If  Rachel  sees  us  working  to 
give  Natasha  a nice  apartment, 
good  furniture,  and  a secure 


job,  and  she  has  none  of  these 
things,”  Bielski  asks,  “how  is 
she  going  to  feel?” 

To  an  impressive  extent, 
Israeli  society  is  rising  to  the 
occasion  and  welcoming  their 
brethren  from  the  Soviet  Union 
with  open  arms.  A spectrum  of 
organizations  and  individual 
volunteers  have  offered  clothes, 
furniture  and  helpful  advice  to 
the  new  arrivals. 

Without  such  a positive  spirit 
of  voluntarism,  direct  absorp- 
tion in  Ra’anana  and  elsewhere 
could  not  succeed. 

Worrisome  fact  of  life 

But  to  many  Israelis,  while 
the  current  Soviet  influx  may  be 
a blessing  for  Zionism,  in  a 
practical  sense  it  is  a somewhat 
worrisome  fact  of  life. 

For  while  most  are  happy  the 
Soviet  Jews  are  getting  out  and 
pleased  that  thousands  of  them 
are  going  to  Israel,  that  joy  is 
severely  tempered  with 

apprehension  that  they  will 
eventually  have  to  pay  a heavy 
price  for  the  Soviet  aliyah. 

In  a country  where 

unemployment  is  high  and  the 
price  of  housing  already  far 
outreaches  salary  levels,  the 
prospect  of  more  competition 
for  jobs  and  desirable  housing 
is  a cause  for  worry. 

Just  ask  your  average 
cabdriver. 

“Where  are  the  Soviets  going 
to  find  work?”  asks  Yossi,  a 
cabby  from  Jerusalem. 
“There’s  no  jobs  here  at  all  — 
not  here  in  Jerusalem,  not  in 
Tel  Aviv,  not  in  Haifa.” 


Shimon,  who  drives  a cab  in 
Tel  Aviv,  laments,  “And  what 
about  our  Israeli  youth?  It’s 
already  hard  for  them  to  find 
work,  and  they  are  leaving  the 
country.” 

Young  Israelis,  even  those 
who  are  relatively  well-off,  are 
the  most  worried,  since  they, 
like  the  new  olim,  want  to  build 
their  lives,  purchase  a home 
and  begin  a career. 

Levi  and  Noa,  a Tel  Aviv 
couple  about  to  wed,  are  suc- 
cessful Israelis.  They  are  young, 
educated  and  about  to  get  mar- 
ried. Levi,  28,  is  an  accountant 
and  Noa,  24,  works  in  a bank. 

They  currently  live  in  an 
apartment  in  a fashionable 
neighborhood  in  northern  Tel 
Aviv.  But  after  their  wedding, 
they  will  move  into  Levi's 
parents’  home  in  the  central 
town  of  Hadera. 

No  money 

They  are  making  this  move 
because  they  have  no  money  to 
buy  their  own  apartment  now, 
and  if  they  continue  renting, 
they  will  never  be  able  to  save 
money  to  buy  their  own  place. 

“Don’t  get  me  wrong,”  Levi 
says  of  the  Soviet  Jews.  “I’m 
happy  that  they’re  getting  out. 
We  want  them  to  come.  But  we 
don’t  want  to  pay  that  much 
for  them.” 

He  resents,  in  particular,  the 
easier  mortgage  terms  an 
immigrant  couple  can  receive, 
which  will  cover  more  than  half 
the  total  cost  of  the  apartment. 
He  and  Noa  can  only  get  a mor- 
tgage for  a fraction  of  the  total 


cost  — they  must  save  up  the 
rest. 

“We  are  professionals,  we 
have  jobs,  and  we  don’t  see  the 
day  when  we  will  have  our  own 
home,”  Levi  says. 

Like  countless  other  young 
Israelis,  Levi  spent  a year  and 
a half  in  the  United  States, 
working  as  a carpet  salesman.

How  do  I decide  whether  or 
not  to  recommend  a Jewish  pic- 
ture book?  A good  Jewish 
children’s  picture  book  is  good 
because  it’s  a good  book.  I’d 
better  explain  that  statement. 

The  prime  no-no’s  are  texts 
that  oversimplify,  preach  and 
bore  and  rhymes  and  rhythms 
that  don’t  quite  work.  Illustra- 
tions that  confuse,  frustrate 
and  bore  or  don’t  match  the 
mood  and  tone  of  the  story 
should  also  be  avoided. 

For  toddlers  to  6 year  olds, 
look  for  books  that  are  simple, 
colorful  and  happy.  The  books 
should  build  self-esteem,  extend 
imagination  and  knowledge, 
and  exude  warmth. 

In  practice  this  means:  that 
concept  and  text  should  closely 
relate  to  the  child’s 
developmental  stage  and 
experiences;  that  illustrations 
should  be  large,  explicit,  color- 
ful, humorous  and  with  enough 
detail  to  promote  questions  and 
discussion;  that  endings  should 
be  warm  and  comfortable.

ALEF  IS  ONE  is  based  on 
the  fact  that  each  of  the  22  let- 
ters of  the  Hebrew  alphabet  has 
a numerical  value.  From  Alef, 
for  both  one  and  Aryeh  (lion), 
to  Taf,  for  400  and  Tuki  (par- 
rot), Katherine  Kahn  has 
created  a humorously  vivid  cast 
of  animal  characters. 

For  each  letter  and  number, 
English,  Hebrew  and 
transliteration  are  provided.  A 
glossary  at  the  back  includes  the 
Hebrew  word  for  each  number 
and  the  plural  form  of  the 
nouns. 

A word  of  caution,  however. 
Because  this  book  combines 
two  distinct  concepts  — an 
alphabet  book  and  a counting 
book  — young  children  may 
find  it  confusing.  Most  children 
will  eventually  accept  and 
incorporate  both  concepts,  but 
it  may  be  a slow  process.  Hence 
the  wide  age  range  for  this 
book. 

For  this  reason  I recommend 
single-concept  Hebrew  alphabet 
books  be  used  initially.  Later 
you  might  add  ALEF  IS  ONE 
to  explore  the  duality  of  the 
Hebrew  alphabet  and  to  have 
fun  counting  the  animals. 


The  Sunday  Club,  JCC’s 
alternative  social-recreational 
program  for  children,  held  its 
final  session  for  the  1989-1990 
season  in  April. 

The  group  was  established  in 
January  to  best  provide  recrea- 
tional activities  to  youngsters 
aged  6-13  with  learning 
disabilities  and  mild  adjustment 
problems. 

However,  all  children  are 
welcome,  including  those  who 
have  no  particular  learning  or 
behaviour  difficulty,  but  would 
prefer  a more  personalized, 
structured  recreational 
experience  than  is  usually 
available. 

Sports  activities,  art  and 
drama,  organized  by  a highly 
experienced  staff  supervized  by 
George  Jamieson,  M.  Ed.,  were 
included  in  this  year’s  activities. 

Dr.  Barry  Schneider,  the 
consulting  psychologist,  con- 
ducted concurrent  optional 
parent  group  sessions  on  topics 
such  as  family-school  relations 
and  behaviour  management  at 
home. 

Videos  of  the  group’s 
activities  were  shown  to  both 
parents  and  children  at  the 
April  1 wrap-up  session. 

Almost  all  the  parents 
indicated  an  interest  in  the 
groups  being  operated  on  a 
regular,  year-round  basis. 

In  order  to  facilitate  access  to 
this  type  of  programming,  the 
JCC  has  applied  to  the  Village 
Endowment  Fund  of  Ottawa- 
Carleton  for  a grant  to  help 


defray  the  cost  of  next  year’s 
program.  Drs.  Jamieson  and 
Schneider  are  already  actively 
planning  next  year’s  groups, 
which  will  feature  an  expanded 
sports  program,  as  well  as 
drama  activities  designed  to 
incorporate  friendship-making 
skills. 

Descriptive  brochures  and 
application  forms  will  be 
available  shortly.  Information

‘Judaism  was  essential  to  my  survival 
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Sammy  Davis  Jr.  committed  to  his  Jewishness

LOS  ANGELES,  (JTA)  — 
Sammy  Davis  Jr.,  who  died 
recently  in  Los  Angeles  at  the 
age  of  64,  had  his  first  contact 
with  Jews  during  his  boyhood 
in  New  York,  when  he  fell  in 
love  with  the  Yiddish  theatre  of 
the  1930s. 

“They  didn’t  bother  me 
down  there,”  the  legendary 
black  entertainer  remembered 
later.  “Although  I couldn’t 
understand  a word,  I would 
just  laugh  and  cry  along  with 
the  rest  of  the  audience.” 

He  returned  more  seriously 
to  Judaism  in  the  late  1950s, 
when  he  studied  with  Rabbi 
Max  Nussbaum  at  Temple 
Israel  of  Hollywood,  and  then 
underwent  a conversion 
ceremony  in  Las  Vegas. 

It  was  no  snap  decision.  As 
he  explained  in  an  interview  20 
years  later,  after  much  reading 
and  soul-searching  following  an 
auto  crash  that  cost  him  an  eye, 
“I  concluded  that  Judaism  was 
essential  to  my  survival.” 

In  Jewish  literature,  he  said, 
“I  found  strength  and  dignity. 

I wanted  to  know  how  a peo- 
ple could  survive  for  so  many 
years,  being  constantly 
persecuted.  I wanted  to  know 
what  gave  them  that  inner 
strength,  and  when  I found  out, 

I found  peace  in  it.” 

The  conversion  of  the  short, 
one-eyed  black  entertainer  led 
to  a string  of  jokes  and  anec- 
dotes, which  redoubled  when 
Davis  married  the  Swedish  film 
beauty  May  Britt. 

Rabbi  William  Kramer,  who 
officiated  at  the  ceremony  at 
Davis’  home,  has  retained  a 
photo  of  the  wedding  party, 
which  included  Frank  Sinatra 
and  Peter  Lawford. 

Czech  exhibit 
opens  at  museum 
in  Israel 

JERUSALEM  (JTA)  — The 
long-heralded  exhibition  of 
Jewish  cultural  and  religious 
treasures  from  Czechoslovakia 
opened  at  the  Israel  Museum  in 
May  and  will  continue  until 
August. 

It  is  a direct  consequence  of 
the  November  1989  bloodless 
revolution  that  ended  40  years 
of  Communist  rule  in  Prague 
and  led  to  the  re-establishment 
of  full  diplomatic  relations  with 
Israel. 

“For  many  years,  we  tried  to 
bring  an  exhibition  to  Israel, 
but  our  government  always 
stopped  us,"  Dr.  Vladimir 
Sadek,  head  of  the  Czech  State 
Jewish  Museum  of  Prague,  said. 

He  said  he  hoped  for  closer 
co-operation  between  his  40- 
member  staff  and  the  Israel 
Museum,  “especially  now, 
when  Stalinism  is  gone  from 
Czechoslovakia  and  the 
authorities  are  interested  in 
showing  the  richness  of  the 
Jewish  culture  to  the  West.” 

The  Judaica  and  everyday 
items  on  display  express  the 
richness  of  Jewish  life  in  the 
three  regions  of  Czechoslova- 
kia: Bohemia,  Moravia  and 
Slovakia. 

Although  most  of  the 
artifacts  were  included  in  the 
Precious  Legacy  exhibition 
prepared  by  the  Smithsonian 
Foundation  in  1983,  which 
toured  the  United  States,  some 
of  the  items  now  on  display  in 
Jerusalem  have  never  been  seen 
before  in  the  West. 


There  were  some  cruel 
remarks  about  the  Jewish  “nig- 
ger,” but  most  of  the  jokes 
were  more  affectionate,  such  as 
the  one  attributed  to  Britt. 
When  it  became  public  that  she 
would  marry  the  entertainer, 
she  was  asked  if  her  parents 
back  home  had  expressed  any 
objection  to  the  match. 

“Why  should  they?”  she 
supposedly  responded.  “There 
is  no  anti-Semitism  in 
Sweden.” 

Britt  was  converted  at  Tem- 
ple Israel  and,  if  anything,  took 
her  new  faith  even  more 
seriously  than  did  her  husband. 

Full-fledged  seder 

Ruth  Nussbaum,  widow  of 
Rabbi  Nussbaum,  remembers 
going  shopping  with  Britt  to 
prepare  for  a full-fledged  seder 
at  the  Davis  home.  Even  after 
her  divorce  from  Davis,  Britt 
used  to  drive  80  miles  three 
times  a week  to  Temple  Israel 
to  make  sure  the  couple’s 
adopted  son,  Mark,  received 
his  Bar  Mitzvah  lessons,  Mrs. 
Nussbaum  said. 

In  later  years,  Davis  visited 
Dachau  and  admitted  that  he 


became  as  prejudiced  against 
Germans  as  some  whites  are 
against  blacks.  In  a visit  to 
Israel,  he  expressed  his  delight 
at  encountering  so  many  dark- 
skinned  Jews. 

When  “Fiddler  on  the  Roof’ 
became  a musical  hit,  there  was 
talk  of  mounting  an  all-black 
version  and  Davis  was  asked 
whether  he  would  accept  the 
role  of  Tevye.  He  declined,  say- 


ing, “There  has  to  be  respect 
for  certain  things,  and  a black 
Tevye  would  be  stretching  it  too 
far.” 

After  a while,  the  jokes 
about  Davis’  Jewishness  stop- 
ped as  his  friends  realized  how 
committed  the  entertainer  was 
to  his  faith. 

An  example  is  seen  in  Davis’ 
face-off  with  the  imperious 
movie  mogul  Samuel  Goldwyn. 


When  Goldwyn  insisted  on 
filming  through  the  High  Holy 
Days,  Davis  asked  for  24  hours 
off.  Goldwyn  scoffed  at  the 
request  but  relented  when  Davis 
assured  him  that  he  would 
spend  the  entire  time  in  a 
synagogue. 

“All  right,”  Goldwyn  finally 
agreed.  “But  I’ll  check  up  on 
you.  I hope  I’ll  be  able  to 
recognize  you  in  shul.”

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Re-examine  effectiveness  of  Shabbat  eve  programs 


Conservative  rabbis  recommend  sunset  service 


K1AMESHA  LAKE,  N.Y. 
(JTA)  — After  four  decades  of 
conducting  mid-evening  Kab- 
balat  Shabbat  services,  Conser- 
vative rabbis  have  recom- 
mended a return  to  the  tradi- 
tional sunset  service  preceding 
Shabbat  dinner. 

Over  600  rabbis  meeting  at 
the  Concord  Hotel  here 
recently  voted  in  favor  of  a 
resolution  to  “re-examine  the 
effectiveness  of  their  Sabbath 
eve  programs  with  the  possible 
goal  of  evolving  worship  ser- 
vices closer  to  the  traditional 
time  of  sunset.” 

The  vote  took  place  during 
the  largest  gathering  ever  of  the 
Rabbinical  Assembly,  Conser- 
vative Judaism’s  1,300-member 
central  body  of  rabbis. 

The  change  in  the  time  of 
Friday  evening  services  is 
intended  to  shift  the  observance 
of  the  Sabbath  from  the 
synagogue  to  the  home. 

“The  late  Friday  service  is 
clearly  dying,”  said  Rabbi  Neil 
Gilman,  associate  professor  of 
Jewish  philosophy  at  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary. 

A revitalized  Sabbath 
“Younger  families  are 
interested  in  a revitalized  Sab- 
bath participation  with  parents, 
children,  grandparents  and 
friends,  especially  in  the 
home.” 

With  services  in  the  past 
occurring  between  8 and  9 
p.m.,  families  would  have  to 
break  away  from  their  Shabbat 
dinner  early  to  get  to  shul  in 
time. 

“We  haven’t  had  late  Friday 
night  services  for  years,”  said 
Rabbi  David  Nelson  of  Beth 
Shalom  synagogue  in  Oak 
Park,  Mich.  “People  just 
didn’t  show  up.” 

Conservative  rabbis  have 
actually  found  that  when  they 
cancelled  the  late  Friday  ser- 
vice, attendance  at  Saturday 
morning  services  improved. 

The  late  evening  service 
began  in  the  years  prior  to 
World  War  II  as  an  attempt  to 
accommodate  those  Jews  who 
had  to  work  late  on  Friday  or 
all  day  on  Saturday. 

German  rabbi

The  past  year  has  seen  many 
astounding  changes  in  Eastern 
Europe.  How  have  these 
changes  affected  the  Jews  of 
Europe? 

To  answer  this  question,  the 
Men’s  Club  of  Congregation

Rabbi  Henry  Brandt  of  Han- 
nover West  Germany  to  be  the 
guest  speaker  at  a meeting  on 
Thursday,  June  21  at  8 p.m.,  15 
Chartwell  Ave. 

Rabbi  Brandt’s  congregation 
consists  of  approximately  300 
people.  He  is  also  the 
Landesrabbiner  or  head  Rabbi 
to  Lower  Saxony.  In  this 
capacity  he  serves  as  spiritual 
leader  to  the  Jews  in  the  small 
villages  around  the  city  of 
Hannover. 

Rabbi  Brandt’s  discussion 
will  centre  on  The  Life  of  Ger- 
man Jewry  Today,  50  Years 
After  the  Shoah;  facing  Ger- 
man reunification  and  the 
astounding  developments  in 
Eastern  Europe. 

The  community  is  invited  to 
attend. 


But  now  that  socioeconomic 
circumstances  have  changed  in 
recent  decades,  with  fewer  Jews 
compelled  to  work  on  the  Sab- 
bath, there  is  less  of  a need  for 
the  late  service. 

The  recommendation  on  the 
timing  of  Friday  services  was 
one  of  approximately  20  resolu- 
tions debated  at  the  90th  con- 
vention of  the  Rabbinical 
Assembly. 

Other  noteworthy  resolutions 
expressed  support  for  donation 
of  human  organs  and  tissues 
after  death,  a woman’s  right  to 
abortion,  the  religious  activities 
of  the  Women  of  the  Wall 
prayer  group  in  Jerusalem,  and 
the  inclusion  of  Jewish  lesbians 
and  gay  men  in  synagogues. 

A surprise  resolution  that 
sharply  criticized  the  leasing  of 
a Greek  Orthodox  Church 
building  in  the  Christian  Quar- 
ter of  Jerusalem  by  a group  of 
Orthodox  Jews  was  introduced 
by  approximately  70  rabbis 


during  the  convention  pro- 
ceedings, and  was  adopted. 

While  supporting  “the  right 
of  every  Israeli  citizen  to  live  in 
any  part  of  Jerusalem,”  the 
resolution  condemned  the 
clandestine  method  used  in 
obtaining  and  funding  the 
building,  as  well  as  the  insen- 
sitivity of  its  timing,  falling  as 
it  did  during  the  Christian  Holy 
Week  preceding  Easter. 

The  resolution  supported  the 
position  of  Jerusalem  Mayor 
Teddy  Kollek,  who  called  both 
the  acquisition  of  the  building 
and  the  Israeli  government’s 
contribution  of  $1.8  million  to 
help  finance  the  project  “a 
great  stupidity.” 

Two  other  resolutions  called 
for  continued  support  for  the 
Conservative  Masorti  move- 
ment in  Israel  and  the  right  of 
the  Rabbinical  Assembly  of 
Israel  to  perform  conversions 
by  means  of  the  establishment 
of  an  institute  for  conversions

there. 

The  Israeli  population  on  the 
whole  is  not  religious  and  not 
aware  of  its  religious  needs, 
said  Rabbi  Reuven  Hammer  at 
a plenary  session  on  the  Con- 
servative movement  and  the 
State  of  Israel. 

“And  who  can  blame  it? 
Superstition,  fanaticism, 
medievalism,  anti-democracy, 
obscurantism,  rebbes,  babas, 
curses  — this  is  what  one 
associates  with  religion,  to  say 


nothing  of  draft-dodging  and 
robbery  of  the  public  treas- 
ury,” Hammer  contended. 

“We  stand  for  moderation 
rather  than  fanaticism,  for 
rationality  rather  than  supersti- 
tion, for  pluralism,  not 
monopoly,  for  a religious  inter- 
pretation of  Judaism  which 
incorporates  science  and  mod- 
ernism,” he  said.  “We  stand 
for  a Judaism  worthy  of  the 
modern  world  and  the  modern 
Jew.”

Nix  religious 
readings  in 
Lanark  schools 

The  Lanark  County  Board  of 
Education  has  overwhelmingly 
voted  to  accept  the  Ministry  of 
Education’s  recommendation 
to  suspend  religious  readings 
during  opening  exercises  at 
Lanark  County  public  schools. 

Result  of  complaints 

The  decision  came  about  as 
a result  of  complaints  raised  by 
the  Lanark  County  Parents  for 
Religious  Freedom  and  the 
Canadian  Jewish  Congress, 
Ontario  Region. 

It  was  their  contention  that 
religious  readings  in  Lanark 
County  schools  were  almost 
entirely  of  one  predominant 
faith  (Christianity)  which  was 
contrary  to  the  Education  Act 
and  the  recent  Ontario  Court  of 
Appeal  decision  requiring  that 
opening  exercises  in  public 
schools  not  give  primacy  to  any 
one  religion. 

Decision  welcome 

David  Satok,  chairman  of 
Congress’  Joint  Community 
Relations  Committee,  Ontario 
Region,  said  in  a statement, 
“The  decision  by  the  Lanark 
County  Board  of  Education  is 
welcome.  However,  one  would 
have  hoped  that  given  the 
obvious  and  flagrant  violations 
that  were  occurring,  the  Board 
could  have  reached  this  decision 
more  quickly  and  with  greater 
sensitivity  to  the  parents  in  their 
community.” 

Mr.  Satok  further  noted, 
“Canadian  Jewish  Congress 
still  has  deep  concerns  that 
there  is  a lack  of  any  proper 
monitoring  process  within  the 
Ministry  of  Education  to  ensure 
that  such  violations  are  not 
occurring  elsewhere.  Until  this 
is  rectified,  the  potential  for 
abuse  remains  high.”

North  American  olim  helping  Soviets  settle

NEW  YORK  (JTA)  — It 
takes  one  to  know  one,  they 
say,  so  it  makes  sense  for 
former  olim  to  use  their  past 
experiences  to  help  recently 
arrived  Soviet  Jews  adjust  to 
their  new  surroundings. 

“We’re  trying  to  address 
every  piece  of  anxiety  they 
encounter,”  said  Yoav  Peck, 
executive  director  of  the 
Association  of  Americans  and 
Canadians  in  Israel. 

65,000  North  Americans 

Formed  in  1951,  AACI  has 
19,000  adult  members,  plus 
another  20,000  family 
members.  There  are  65,000 
North  Americans  in  Israel. 

While  AACI  members  are 
offering  to  share  their  own 
experiences  and  knowledge, 
they  are  cautious  not  to  domi- 
nate the  settlement  of  the  new 
arrivals,  said  Peck,  who  is  also 
chairman  of  the  steering  com- 
mittee of  the  Council  of  Olim 
Organizations  in  Israel. 

“We  know  there  are  aspects 
of  Russian  culture  we  know 
nothing  about,”  said  Peck, 
who  was  here  recently  to  gather 
support  for  the  organization’s 
efforts.  “We  only  want  to  offer 
our  experience  and  expertise.” 

With  most  Soviet  arrivals  not 
ideologically  motivated  to  come 
to  Israel,  Peck  warns  against 
not  effectively  absorbing  them 
into  the  country. 

“They’ll  go  somewhere 
else,”  Peck  said,  adding  it  is 
too  early  to  tell  whether  the 
absorption  has  so  far  been 
successful. 

“I  hope  what  we’ll  have  is 
thousands  and  thousands  of 
satisfied  new  Israelis,”  he  said. 

Most  North  American  aliyah 
took  place  in  the  euphoria 
immediately  following  Israel’s 
1967  victory  in  the  Six-Day 
War.  The  current  Soviet  aliyah 
should  be  seen  as  an  example  by 
Jews  still  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  said  Peck,  a 
native  New  Yorker  who 
immigrated  to  Israel  in  1973. 

‘You  make  history’ 

“It’s  a graphic  demonstra- 
tion of  what  we’ve  been  saying 
to  our  fellow  North  American 
Jews.  In  Israel  you  don’t  read 
about  history,  you  make 
history.” 

AACI  is  working  with 
former  Prisoner  of  Zion  Natan 
Sharansky  in  helping  to  coor- 
dinate the  dozen  or  so  Soviet 
Jewish  organizations  in  Israel 
and  to  cultivate  better 
understanding  between  the  new 
arrivals  and  resident,  mostly 
Sephardic,  Israelis. 

Peck  said  he  understands  the 
resentment  felt  by  many 
Sephardic  Jews  in  Israel  over 
the  housing,  economic  and 
social  benefits  being  extended 
to  recent  Soviet  arrivals.  But 
the  resentment  is  misdirected. 
Peck  said. 

“Many  of  them  were 
humiliated  by  Ashkenazi  Jews 
when  they  came  here  in  the 
1950s  and  1960s.  Now,  30  years 
later,  they  see  a new  wave  of 
Ashkenazim  coming  in  and  the 
entire  country  is  going  wild  for 
them. 

“It’s  salt  in  their  wounds, 
but  the  wounds  were  not 
created  by  the  Russians,”  he 
said. 

Both  native  Israelis  and 
Soviet  immigrants  can  learn 
from  the  North  American 
Jewish  organization’s  use  of 


volunteers,  Peck  said. 

“If  Israel  is  going  to  face  the 
crunch  of  shrinking  resources 
effectively,  we’re  going  to  have 
to  muster  thousands  and 
thousands  of  volunteers,”  he 
said. 

With  the  arrival  of  thousands 
of  Soviet  immigrants,  Peck 
said,  there  has  never  been  a 


greater  potential  for  unleashing 
volunteer  resources. 

“Every  morning  there’s  a 
new  phenomenon,”  Peck  said, 
citing  the  pre-Passover  telethon 
in  which  17,000  Soviet  olim 
were  invited  in  12  hours  to 
sedarim  by  Israeli  families. 

Israelis  from  North  America 
are  also  taking  an  active  role  in

Israelis  greet  immigrants  with  both  joy,  fear

assure  him  a good  job  in  Israel, 
he  probably  would  have  stayed 
in  the  United  States  instead  of 
returning  to  Israel  last  winter. 

“This  government  doesn’t 
seem  to  care  when  a half  a 
million  people  leave  the  coun- 
try to  go  to  America  to  find 
work  there,"  he  complains. 
“But  when  a million  Soviets 
come  here,  they  make  such  a 
fuss.” 

Noa  speaks  disparagingly  of 
the  pledges  by  Israeli  leaders 
that  the  new  immigrants  will  be 
housed  and  employed. 

“We  paid  our  dues  to  this 
country,”  she  says.  “We  served 
two  and  three  years  in  the 
army.  The  government  didn’t 
give  me  money  to  get  an  apart- 
ment. They  didn’t  promise  us  a 
job.” 

Veteran  immigrants  to  Israel 
dismiss  such  complaints,  saying 
that  they  sound  awfully 
familiar. 

The  gripes  “are  not  so  much 
against  Russian  olim  as  against 
the  rights  that  olim  have  in 
general,”  says  Judy  Ben-Ami, 
who  came  to  Israel  from  Seat- 
tle seven  years  ago. 

“I  heard  similar  complaints 
when  I was  a university  stu- 
dent,” says  Marcello  Land- 
smann,  who  immigrated  from 
Spain.  “Israelis  would  ask  why 
I,  as  a new  immigrant,  could 
study  for  free,  when  they  had 
served  in  the  army  and  had  to 
pay  their  own  way.  They  have 
to  understand  that  this  is  the 
way  the  country  is.” 

The  fear  that  the  Soviets  will 
further  crowd  the  job  market  is 
the  strongest  of  the  worries.  A 
recent  Jewish  Agency  poll 
shows  that  only  16  per  cent  of 
Israelis  believe  that  Soviet 
aliyah  will  not  impact 
negatively  on  unemployment. 

The  Hebrew  press  had  picked 
up  on  some  of  the  grumbling 
and  often  portrays  the  new 
immigrant  as  demanding  and 
selfish. 

A recent  newspaper  article, 
dripping  with  sarcasm, 
described  the  attitude  of  a 
Romanian  immigrant  who 
came  to  Israel  for  economic 
reasons.  The  immigrant  was 
complaining  because  she  had 
been  led  to  believe  that  every 
new  immigrant  to  Israel  gets  an 
apartment  as  a present,  and 
now  she  feels  cheated. 

“Never  mind  that  in 
Romania,  they  barely  had 
anything  to  eat,”  the  article 
said.  “That  was  the  reason  they 
decided  to  come  to  Israel.” 

In  the  article,  the  woman 
demands  her  promised  apart- 
ment — “not  a villa,  mind  you, 
but  just  a nice  five-room  flat." 
She  goes  on  to  complain  that 
her  absorption  centre  “is  more 
Communist  than  Romania.” 

There  are,  of  course,  two 
areas  in  Israel  where  the  Soviet 
newcomers  are  not  only 
welcomed,  but  desperately 
wanted  — among  the  West 
Bank  settlers  and  in  the 
development  towns  in  the 
Negev  and  Galilee. 

Etta  Bick  lives  in  the  West 
Bank  settlement  of  Alon  Shvut, 
made  up  of  250  families. 

Communities  like  Alon 
Shvut  feel  “a  terrible  frustra- 
tion" that  they  are  not  getting 
Soviet  immigrants,  Bick  says 
sadly.  “Our  communities  are 
cohesive,  well-organized  and 
ready  to  give.” 

That  Jewish  Agency  funds 
cannot  be  used  to  settle  Soviets 
in  their  community  feels  like  “a 


slap  in  the  face”  from  the 
Israeli  government  and 
American  Jewry,  Bick  says. 

The  development  towns  in 
the  Negev  and  Galilee  are  not 
receiving  Soviet  Jews  for  less 
political  reasons.  Employment 
opportunities  are  limited  there. 
Because  of  this,  thousands  of 
Israelis  from  previous  waves  of 
immigration  have  left  the 
region  for  this  centre  of  the 
country. 

In  a desire  to  show  early  suc- 
cess at  absorbing  the  current 
wave  of  Soviet  Jews,  the 
government  and  Jewish  Agency 
have  been  much  more  reluctant 
to  send  them  to  the  develop- 
ment towns  than  they  were 
previous  immigrant  groups.  As 
a result,  the  olim  have  been 
steered  to  more  populous  areas 
around  Tel  Aviv  and 
Jerusalem. 

This  decision  has  bred  resent- 
ment. In  the  northern  develop- 
ment town  of  Ma’alot,  tempers 
flared  in  January  when  the 
Jewish  Agency  sent  only  Ethio- 
pian Jews  to  the  town’s  absorp- 
tion centre,  after  promising  the 
town’s  leadership  that  both 
Ethiopian  and  Soviet  Jews 
would  be  sent. 

Uri  Gordon,  chairman  of  the 
Jewish  Agency’s  Immigration 
and  Absorption  Department, 
said  at  the  time  that  they  could 
not  send  Soviets  there, 
“because  of  the  employment 
situation,”  which  angered 
Ma’alot  residents. 

Ma’alot  Mayor  Shlomo 
Buhbut  contended  at  the  time 
that  there  were  jobs  for  skilled 
workers  like  the  Soviet 
immigrants  in  his  region.  He 
said  more  Soviets  should  be 
sent  to  the  development  towns, 
and  more  Ethiopians  to  the  cen- 
tre of  the  country,  instead  of 
the  reverse. 

A Ma’alot  resident,  Elaine 
Levitt,  wrote  in  the  Jerusalem 
Post  that  Gordon’s  statement 
was  especially  disturbing, 
“because  it  implies  that 
employment  is  not  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  absorption  of 
Ethiopian  Jews,  and  because  it 
is  not  precise.  The  fact  is  that 
a number  of  newcomers  have 
already  found  jobs.” 

The  controversy  focused 
attention  on  the  touchy  issue  of 
whether  the  Soviets  were  being 
treated  as  more  desirable  than 
other  immigrant  groups 
because  they  are  of  European 
origin. 

When  asked  directly  if  racism 
has  to  do  with  the  excitement 
over  the  coming  Soviet  aliyah 
— if  the  words  “talented,” 
“educated”  and  a “good 
aliyah”  are  code  words  for  the 
fact  that  they  are  of  European 
origin  — most  Israelis, 
including  Sephardim,  will  deny 
it. 

But  the  issue  surfaces  in 
Israeli  humor. 

One  joke  going  around  asks, 
“Why  is  the  Soviet  aliyah  like 
turpentine?”  The  answer: 
"Because  it  will  thin  out  the 
color  of  the  country.” 

Undeniably,  some  bitterness 
lingers  in  the  Moroccan  and 
Yemenite  communities  as  they 
compare  the  corrugated  metal 
shacks,  or  ma’abarot,  where 
they  lived  when  they  came  to 
Israel  to  the  subsidized  apart- 
ments where  the  Soviets  are 
now  living.  The  feeling 
remains,  though  logically  they 
understand  that  Israel  was  a 
poor,  less  industrialized  coun- 
try at  that  time. 

Natan  Sharansky,  the  former 
Soviet  prisoner  of  Zion,  has 


recently  harnessed  his  savvy 
political  skills  to  defuse  ethnic 
tension.  He  has  participated  in 
demonstrations  for  Yemenite 
Jewry,  held  dialogues  with 
Sephardim,  and  in  general  tried 
to  project  his  concern  for  ail 
Israelis,  not  just  Soviet 
immigrants. 

Sharansky  “has  eaten  a lot  of 
couscous  lately,”  one  Israeli 
observer  quipped. 

Cynical  talk  notwithstan- 
ding, most  Israelis  seem 
prepared  to  assist  the  new 
immigrants. 


Many  have  stepped  forward 
to  act  as  “adopted  families,” 
helping  those  in  direct  absorp- 
tion cope  with  the  mysteries  of 
the  Israeli  banking  system  and 
the  job  market. 

A trim,  athletic-looking 
Israeli  woman  named  liana 
Babayut  strolls  into  the  home 
of  a Soviet  immigrant  family  in 
the  Mevasseret  Zion  absorption 
centre.  An  elderly  woman  liv- 
ing there  gazes  at  her,  smiles  a 
mouthful  of  gold  teeth  and  pro- 
claims her  a “miracle.” 


Babayut  is  a teacher  who 
lives  with  her  attorney  husband 
in  a villa  near  the  absorption 
centre  in  Mevasseret.  When 
asked  how  she  met  the  family, 
Babayut  replies,  “Why,  I just 
knocked  on  their  door.” 
Before  the  recent  wave  of 
Soviets  came,  Babayut  pitched 
in  to  help  Ethiopian  Jewish 
immigrants.  “Many  of  them 
had  never  seen  a gas  stove  or  a 
refrigerator  before.  I let  them 
follow  me  around  and  imitate 
my  household  chores,”  she 
says. 


Light  Lasagne 


1 teaspoon  dried  basil  & oregano 
salt  and  pepper 
3 cups  broccoli  florets 
9 lasagne  noodles 
1 cup  Astro  pressed  cottage  cheese 
3 cups  shredded  low  fat  mozzarella 
1/3  cup  grated  parmesan  cheese 


1 tablespoon  oil 
1 small  onion,  chopped 
3 cloves  garlic,  minced 
1 carrot,  chopped 

1 stalk  celery,  chopped 

2 cups  sliced  mushrooms 
1-19  oz.  can  tomatoes 
1-7.5  oz.  can  tomato  sauce 

Heat  oil.  Add  onion  and  cook  till  tender.  Stir  in  garlic,  carrot,  celery  and  mushrooms. 
Cook  for  5 minutes,  stirring  often.  Add  tomatoes.  Stir  in  tomato  sauce,  and  seasonings. 
Simmer  uncovered  10  minutes  till  slightly  thick.  Let  cool.  Add  broccoli. 

Cook  noodles  till  tender.  Rinse  in  cold  water  and  drain. 

In  9 x 13  greased  pan  'arrange  3 noodles  on  bottom.  Spread  with  half  vegetable  mixture, 
then  half  cottage  cheese.  Sprinkle  with  1/3  mozzarella.  Repeat  noodle,  vegetable  mixture, 
cottage  and  mozzarella  cheese  layers  once.  Arrange  remaining  noodles  over  top.  Sprinkle 
with  remaining  mozarella  and  parmesan.  Bake  in  350°F  oven  for  35  to  45  minutes.  Serves  8.
